Wednesday, September A, is the day M e­ 


dina county will decide the question of build­ 
ing a new hospital to serve our citizens. 


The differences of opinion that have develop­ 


ed are unfortunate, but part of our rights as 


free people, and it is good that we are all able 
to say what we think. 


This newspaper believes that the hospital 
should be built, and we also believe that the 
news should be covered, giving both sides of 
the argument for all to read. W e are doing that 


in our news columns, as always. 


From the talk against the hospital project 


made by Joe Briscoe in Castroville last week, 
we learn that “ no one has denied the need 
for a hospital/' and that “ the cost is trifling 
to nearly all concerned, and should not be 
an issue/' 


lf we agree with the opposition that the 
need is great, and that the cost to the average 
taxpayer would be trifling, then we are ap ­ 
parently faced with a complaint on where to 
put it. 


Onb suggestion was that we should build 
one third of it in Devine, and two thirds in 
Hondo. This sounds fine, but if you put a small 
hospital in each town, you have to have two 
complete operating rooms, two complete laun­ 
dries, two complete kitchens, and many other 
things. It may be an argument, but it is just 
that. One could as well have a third of the 
courthouse, a third of the county jail, a third 
of the National Guard armory — but for the 
fact that it is impractical and wasteful. 


The geographic and highway center of the 
county is the fair place for the hospital, and 
the only place which would provide quick ac­ 
cess to the greatest number of people. In an 
emergency, with an auto or ambulance driven 
at high speed, 95% of the population could 


reach Hondo within 20 minutes. There is far 


less traffic in this area, and we believe that 


an injured or sick person could be treated faster 
in this proposed hospital than under any other 
suggested method. 


When 21 babies are born to Devine parents 
in one month in the present Hondo hospital, 


we believe that is fair evidence that Hondo is 


easy to reach, and more desirable than using 
crowded San Antonio facilities. 


Probably no one who reads this will change 
their mind because of anything we can say. 


About all we can do is to list the reasons why 


we should vote FOR the hospital, and urge you 
to cast a ballot. 


1. W e need more and better hospital facili­ 
ties for all of Medina county. 


2. W e can have them at a reasonable cost, 
with everyone paying a small amount in pro­ 
portion to his ability to pay. Most taxpayers 
would contribute less than the cost of a carton 
of cigarettes each year. 


3. W e can have one half of the cost paid 
for by the Federal government. Certainly it 
is our money — our own income taxes. But 
this is an opportunity to see $200,000 of our 
Federal tax money come back home and do 
us some. good. 


4. It will save somebody's life, as certain­ 
ly as the sun rises, to have a modern, w ell­ 
equipped hospital no more than 20 minutes 
aw ay. It will save many lives, and one of 
them could be your own. 


5. The present hospital operators in Hondo 
are close to retirement age, and have expressed 
their desire to sell their property for use as a 
convalescent home. Let s not crowd our luck 
too long, as it takes time to plan and build 
a new hospital.

Too many organizations are 


the "follow-through 
in publicity - 


annual or special meetings. 
Publicity before the meeting is usually easy to 


secure because editors recognize such meeting a n ­ 
nouncements as public service and because they of­ 
ten are fully aw are that the 
advance 
story is 


the only thing they re going to hear about the meet­ 
ing. 
Too often an organization sits back waiting 


for a reporter to appear, and if one does then he 
can "get his own story, can t he? 
But, even though 


invited to send reporters, most small town papers 
are shorthanded and cannot 
spare a 
reporter to 


cover every meeting in the area. Often, the 
report­ 
er 
is the editor or publisher himself who also has to 


set type, sell ads and, literally, sweep out. 
Editors, however, are used to being ignored a f­ 
ter a meeting — all clubs or organizations have the 
same failing. So the rare group which does come 
around with a follow-up story usually gets an un­ 
usual amount of "space, 
often far more than the 


event or the organization deserves. The editor, par­ 
ticularly if he is understaffed, is seeking things to 
fill the paper — and the story that "comes in the 
front door 
is the easiest to get. 
Follow-through publicity service to editors is 


not difficult. No degree in journalism is required. 
No fancy stories are necessary. 
All the editor really wants to know is what hap­ 
pened, how many were there, who was elected, 
what future projects were discussed, and when and 
where will the next meeting be held. 
A simple "fact sheet 
answering those ques­ 
tions is all that is required. Or, perhaps easier, the 
secretary can make it a point to call the editor with 
that information. Either w ay, the editor will have 
the basic information from which he, or a staff w rit­ 
er, can whip out a story. 
Most important factor though is speed. Find out 


in advance when your newspaper editor will need 
the information. Then get it there before that dead 
line. A weekly paper is going to be mighty stingy 
with space for a story that could have been in a week 
earlier if the publicity chairman or secretary had just 
made the call on time. So spend an extra minute or 
dime in calling the information in or in mailing it or 
delivering it before the deadline. 
There is an old axiom in the news business: 


"M an y good stories have been lost because some­ 
body forgot to phone or thought a three-cent stamp 
was good enough.

“ All mail contracts granted by 
the United States government in 
Texas were canceled in 1861, at 
the commencement of the Civil 
War, and of course Alex David 
discontinued his services. When
